

YL Council Continues 
Consultant Appointment 


YORBA LINDA—Councilmen 
were unable to name a new 
planning consultant at a special 
meeting Monday night and stated 
that one will probably not be 
named until at least September 21 
because of vacations. 

The council is consider ing 
three companies to select the one 
which will be given the task of 
handling planning studies and 
reports for the Planning 
Commission. 

In other items City 
Administrator Darrell Dalton told 
the council that a representative 
of the Sheriff’s Department would 
be present at the next regular 
meeting Monday to give a report 


on the department’s service in 
Yorba Linda. 

The other item of business at 
the meeting was a discussion with 
the newly appointed Horse Study 
Committee, which is entering its 
third week of existence. 

Councilmen and members of the 
committee then discussed various 
matters of concern, including the 
establishment of riding trails and 
the problem of the Cajon Canal. 

The committee reported to the 
council that it had elected John 
Gamblin as chairman and that 
four study sub-committees had 
been set up to go over the various 
items requested by the council.

In Burglary 

PLACENTIA-As a result of 
apprehension of three suspects on 
a daytime robbery attempt in 
Downey last Wednesday, many 
robberies in surrounding towns 
have been solved. 

When Downey police inspected 
the vehicle driven by the suspects, 
they found a collection of items 
recently reported missing from 
Fullerton apartments. 

The trio directed arresting 
officers to an address of a fourth 
suspect, on Orangethorpe in 
Placentia, where police 
uncovered hundreds of dollars 
worth of stolen goods. 

The items were traced to 
owners in Fullerton, Anaheim and 
Tustin. They had been stolen in a 
series of daytime burglaries. 

The trio is in custody of 
Fullerton Police. The fourth 
suspect is still at large. 

The stolen goods, not yet 
identified by owners, is held in 
storage in Placentia. None of the 
stolen goods has been traced to 
unsolved Placentia robberies.

The teachers group asked for a 
commitment by the school board 
to quality education, to be 
achieved by reducing class size 
and the pupil-teacher ratio. They 
asked for an updated policy book 
written by both board and 
teachers. 


Teachers also asked that the 
Negotiating Council be recognized 
as the only body authorized to 
represent the local teachers. They 
also asked that the professional 
status of teachers be recognized 
and that teacher salaries be 
increased. 

Clyde Williams, PUEA 
president, added that current 
negotiations have shown some 
progress, with agreement near on 
several policies.

Apartment Zone Change OK'd 
By Local Planning Commission 


PLACENTIA — A zone change 
from R-l to R-G for 13.15 acres 
between Bradford Avenue and 
Kraemer Boulevard south of the 
extension of Morse Avenue was 
approved by the Planning 
Commission at its regular 
meeting next Tuesday. 

The zone change, requested by 
Richard B. Smith of Tustin, will 
pave the way for the construction 
of a large condominium project if 
it is approved by the City Council. 

Smith was also granted a use 
permit allowing him to build two 
story buildings in the project, 


Yorba Linda Annexation 
Defeated By Three Votes 


YORBA LINDA- An effort to 
annex the Fairgreen. Fairview 
and Fairlyn areas south of the 
eastern end of Yorba Linda failed 
by three votes. 117 to 114. in an 
election last Tuesday. 

City Administrator Darrell 
Dalton said that of the 442 voters 
registered in the area only 231 
turned out to vote. He attributed 
the defeat to the fact the 
Fairgreen people did not get out 
and vote. Fairgreen is the 
condominium area at the foot of 
the hill. 

Dalton said that when Yorba 
Linda begins its contract with 


Brea for police service that there 
should be quite a difference in 
police service between the area 
and the city of Yorba Linda. He 
commented that no police cars 
marked Yorba Linda would enter 
the area except on a mutual aid 
basis, when they are requested by 
the county. 

Residents of the area must now 
wait at least one year before 
trying to annex to Yorba Linda 
again. Dalton indicated that 
proponents of the annexation will 

make another effort to annex as 
soon as possible. 


which was granted unanimously 
by the commission. 
Commissioners said that since the 
area had mixed one and two story 
houses anyway that this would be 
compatible. 

The commission then denied a 
request by Smith to vary from the 
density limit, allowing 13.4 units 
instead of the 10 specified in the 
city ordinance for this type of 
development.

Eligibility requirements 
for voting are that a person 
has lived in California 1 year 
prior to the election and in 
Orange county for 90 days, 
according to the office of the 
Registrar of Voters. 

It is noted, also, that a 
change of address or change 
of name requires re¬ 


registering. 

As of August 13, 1970 there 
were 303,546 registered

'Fan Out' 
Issued For 
City Disasters 

Updating the procedural 
methods to be used in case 
of disaster in the Placentia 
area, Edwin T. Powell, city 
administrator has issued a 
“fan out” telephone list to 
all department heads. 
Powell heads the civil 
defense program for the 
city, and the “fan-out” was 
updated as of August. 

“There are a few 
situations,” stated Powell in 
his cover letter to 
department heads, “such as 
earthquakes, a surprise 
attack, and weather reports 
preceding floods and 
storms. This last item will 
have employees alerted and 
administrative personnel 
will be discussing probable 
difficulties and solutions.” 

As a final notation in the 
cover letter, Powell said 
that in cases of disaster or 
impending disaster, the 
Police Dispatcher receiving 
the notice will be expected 
to immediately notify the 
City Administrator, the 
Chief of Police, and the 
administrative assistant. 
The declaration of a “State 
of Disaster” will 
immediately follow. 

Each department head is 
given the names of 3 persons 
to telephone which include 
all personnel of the city and 
those persons immediately 
needed if such an 
occurrence takes place. 
These are the Southern 
California Edison Company 
and the Southern California 
Water Company and etc. 

“It is our sincere hope and 
prayer that none of these 
disasters will happen, but 
being prepared in one of the 
vital parts of the City of 
Placentia’s plan to protect 
its citizens,” commented 
Powell.
